City Council and Planning Commission joint meet¬ 
ing Tuesday evening with reviews of guest houses, 
development standards, sprinkler ordinance and 
wood shingle prohibition causing much interest in 
the two governing groups. 

Councilman Clem Bartolai asked the cogent 
question concerning Ordinance 1016 about guest 
houses in single family residential zones; “Where 
do we go from here? Define what actions we may 
take and what should we start doing?” 

City Administrator Jim Me Rea explained that a 
survey is pending “in about 60 days” and then the 
community goes on notice to see who are registered 
as having guest houses on their property and who 
are not. McRea reminded councilpersons and com¬ 
missioners that the response to illegal properties 


He also reminded them that those built before 
1959 would be allowed until the property is sold. 
For those built after 1959 the owner must request 
a CUP. If that Conditional Use Permit is granted, 
(1) the guest house remains intact until the property 
is sold, (2) if the residence is not owner-oc¬ 
cupied for six months or (3) if it is remodeled. 

“Age is not a criteria,” Commission Chairman 
Stan Hutchinson said concerning the historical regis¬ 
ter of homes built before 1930, homes which are 
to be retained within the community. He ex¬ 
plained that they are trying to preserve homes owned 
by noteworthy persons or those buildings in which 
a historic event took place, i.e., the world-famous 
wistaria vine on Hermosa.

stay only part time, on weekends and for extended 
vacations. She said that those cabin owners who 
have seen the petition being circulated have signed 
it. 

The petition, as indicated in last week’s Sierra 
Madre News, is originated by neighbors in the Chan¬ 
try Flats area who call themselves. Citizens for a 
Safer Sierra Madre.” 

Lonegan said, “Once the kids realize they can’t 
come up here at night and party, they’ll go some¬ 
where else.

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New traffic 
laws, 1987 

Dozens of new traffic laws take ef¬ 
fect Jan. 1, 1987 most are routine, but 
tour buses, trucks and motorcyclists were 
among the topics that legislators singled 
out for special attention. 

Tour bus drivers now must have a va¬ 
lid driver’s license that Is appropriate for 
the type and size of vehicle they are 
driving. As of July 1,1987, they must also 
have a tour bus driver’s certificate issued 
by the Department of Motor Vehicles. 
Effective in July also, tour bus drivers 
must report any accident in which their 
bus is involved to the Highway Patrol. 

Effective Jan. 1, a tour bus company 
is prohibited from scheduling a run that 
would require the bus to be driven at 
speeds greater than the legal limit in or¬ 
der to meet the schedule. 

Starting in 1987, tour bus companies 
will be required to conduct in-terminal 
inspections of their vehicles at least every 
45 days. The operators must keep inspec¬ 
tion records that are available to the High¬ 
way Patrol upon request. The tour com¬ 
panies must also obtain from the DMV a 
copy of the traffic violation records of 
each of their bus drivers. 

In the last two years, school buses 
have been In the headlines almost as fre¬ 
quently as tour buses. In the 1986 legis¬ 
lative session, two statutes were enacted 
that provide funding for school bus safe¬ 
ty studies. One bill provided funding for a 
CHP-administered engineering study to 
develop standards for retrofitting or re¬ 
placing buses to enhance their safety. 
The Highway Patrol is also required to 
conduct a study of the effectiveness of 
seat belts in school buses. The results 
of both studies must be delivered to the 
Legislature in 1987. 

Existing law gives peace officers the 
authority to issue a “Notice of Re-exami¬ 
nation” to a motorist who appears to be 
nwntally or physically impaired as a dri¬ 
ver. The DMV is then required to decide 
if these motorists should be re-tested to 
deteffNlffb their ability to drive. 

I 

Arnew law that takes effect Jan. 1 
speeds up the current procedure by re¬ 
quiring the drTver who receives such a 
notice to report to the DMV within five 
working days. Failure to appear is an auto¬ 
matic suspension of the driving privilege. 

The issue of truck safety has been a 
serious concern for the Legislature, the 
public and the trucking industry for some 
time. On Jan. 1, the Highway Patrol will 
launch a pilot program utilizing speciaily- 
marked patroi vehicles to concentrate on 
commercial vehicle enforcement. The ve¬ 
hicles, marked in such a way that they 
are not readily identifiable as patrol cars, 
will be used in four areas of the state 
on roadways with heavy truck traffic. At 
the end of one year, the program will be 
evaluated. 

In 1985, the Legislature created a 
motorcyclist safety program administered 
by the CHP. This program, now under¬ 
way, is designed to promote motorcycle 
safety through public education programs 
and motorcyclist training. In 1986, a bill 
was enacted to require any person under 
18 to complete a CHP approved motor¬ 
cycle rider training program before getting 
a motorcycle (Class 4) license. That bill 
becomes operative in one year on Jan. 1, 
1988. 

Among the measures that become 
effective on New Year’s day, 1987, are 
statutes that will: 

e Increase the penalties for stealing 
or tampering with a vehicle that has been 
modified for use by a disabled person. 

e Require the turn signal lights on 
a disabled vehicle on the roadway to be 
activated as warning lights (unless the car 
is not equipped with such lights or they 
were rendered inoperative by the incident 
which disabled the vehicle).

A newsletter from the Federal Reserve 
Bank (as some have said, “About time we 
got some class in this column”) reveals that 
folks are moving bank accounts from those 
non-interest-bearing checking setups into in¬ 
terest-yielding accounts like bears going into 
honey, although they didn’t use those words 
exactly.

S & R Team rescues 
fishermen in canyon 

Sierra Madre Search and Rescue spokes¬ 
person, Dick Sales, reports that two adults 
lost briefly in the Cucamonga Wilderness 
area were found and led to safety the second 
weekend of January. 

The two males were dressed in light fishing 
clothes, not prepared for the bad weather that 
set in that weekend. They were reported missing 
Jan. 9 and were brought out four days later. 

The rescue was a joint effort between 
Sgt. Del Wiedeman and George Duffy of the 
Sierra Madre team. 

Sales’ computer program aided the search. 

On Tuesday, a San Bernardino ground 
team spotted the missing fishermen who had 
found a hollowed out tree that had been 
struck by lightning. They fashioned a shelter, 
using their tent to shut out the inclement 
weather. 

Because of snow conditions, it would have 
taken rescuers about 30 minutes by foot to 
reach the stranded pair, so a helicopter opted 
to pick them up. Ironically, the rescue squad 
that had made the first sighting found the 
deteriorating weather closing in too fast and 
chose to stay there overnight. 

They were flown out the next morning.

R-3 and R-2 development standards will be dis¬ 
cussed at the Jan. 27 council meeting and to that 
statement Hutchinson said. “We’re trying to en¬ 
courage large development projects and discourage 
the small duplex developments (in town).’’ 

Fire Marshal Bill Kramer reviewed the sprinkler 
ordinance to be brought before the council again, 
“Every family home to be built will be residentially 
sprinklered. Anyone doing a remodel job or adding 
to an existing structure of over 50Vo would need 
to retrofit the existing structure with sprinklers.’’ 

He also reiterated that the fire department is 
against wood shake shingles for the entire city. 

Both governing bodies agreed that a review 
of the general plan was in order and pointed to 
the interest of the Parks and Recreation Commis¬ 
sion that an indepth review of park land ready for 
development is needed immediately. 

Concerning other matters, Bartolai said, “We 
have been impacted with a diversity of opinions 
in the community. 1 think we’re ready to question 
the community concerning what they want (for the 
future development of the town). We need to devise 
a questionnaire, send it to everyone and follow up 
with persons going door to door, like census takers.’’ 

The council and commission discussed inserting 
the questionnaire in the water bills but more in¬ 
formation is forthcoming in subsequent meetings.

Tips, Tales & Tantalizers 

All right. How many of you can say 
you can go by a mirror without looking in it? 

Let’s be honest. It’s so tempting just to peek 
and fluff up your hair, or straighten your 
tie, or even wink at yourself. It is an actual 
fact the people want to see their own reflection. 

As early as 2500 B.C. the Egyptians had 
mirrors. Usually they were made of metal, 
highly polished, or bronze, or silver. 

And, of course, everyone has heard of 

Venetian glass. Well, the first commercial 
mirrors were made in Venice. They were sheets 
of blown glass, flattened and coated with 
mercury and tin. It was only in 1840, that 
was the 19th century, that a German chemist 
came up with the technique we use today to 
make mirrors. 

It’s done by using silver - ammonia 
compounds that are subjected to a reducing 
agent, such as sugar, and the chemical 
action creates a metallic silver, which is spread 
over the back of a plate glass. Thus, you have 
a mirror. 

However, since silver tarnishes easily, 
aluminum is being used today. It s surprising 
that only a few millionths of an inch of this 
compound is spread on glass. What’s even 
more surprising is the result we get called a 
reflection in the mirror. 

Okay. So, how many times a day do you 
look in a mirror? Aha! You know, 1 could bet 
you, that on the average day, a person will 
look at themselves at least 12 times a day. At 
the very least. And I’m not just talking mirrors. 
What about the reflection in a glass window, 
maybe a car window, for example? 

Oh, well, it’s nice to know that we all 
are a little bit vain. “Ah, for the sake of 
vanity...”

culation we are finding that there is much intense 
interest in the closing of the gate at night. People 
seem to feel very strongly on the issue and many 
have shared with us their experiences with accidents, 
“near misses,” and feelings about friends who have 
lost their lives. 

“One couple said how they no longer wanted 
to go up there at night as they did in the past 
because they are afraid after seeing the kinds of 
people and behavior there.” 

Salisbury said that many commented that they 
felt they were “taking their lives in their hands” 
when venturing onto Santa Anita from side streets 
at night. He added that for many, once they saw 
or heard the words “Chantry Flats” signed the pe¬ 
tition immediately with no questions. 

“Our initial research has also shown that well 
over half of the reported major injury accidents 
occur above Sierra Madre Blvd. at the top of 
Chantry Road, that 85% of the accidents responded 
to by one of the contributing agencies occur at 
night and that well over half of the accidents 
which do happen go unreported,” Salisbury con¬ 
cluded.
